2. The inventions listed as Groups l-VI do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons. The claimed 
inventions lack a special technical feature because the conjugate of claim 1 was 
obvious over the prior art. Wilbur et al. (WO 00/02051, filed with the instant application) 
discloses the reagent recited in the claims (see claims 1-24 and pages 10-20,24). The 
conjugation procedure used in page 15 would result in multiple copies of the reagent 
attached to the antibody as per recited in the claims because it uses the same 
reagents/methods disclosed in the specification. In addition, the specification, page 42 
also disclose that the reagent of page 24 of Wilbur et al., can be attached using the art 
known method of the admitted cited Wilbur et al. 2002 prior art reference. A routineer 
would have prepared conjugates using antiCD20 antibodies because said antibodies 
are commercially available and used to treat NHL in humans. Therefore, the claimed 
invention would have been prima facie obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made. It is also noted that claim 2 indicates that the conjugate of 
claim 1 can have greater than 3.5 reagents attached. 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
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linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 as per above.. 
The species are as follows. 

a) One of the particular radioisotopes recited in the claims. 

b) One specific combination of linkers (has all three, etc). 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable.
